Confidential Informont^Hh&d conaiderable lnformation to offer beginning 
ae far back as to show that subJe^WLuring World War I was a Captain in the United 
Statee Infantry; that he is a native of Utica, a graduate of Harvard in 1904, a / 
memher of the ïïew Tork State Legielature from 1907 to 1910, a licensed aviator 
and a patron of aviatlon» Shortly after that euhject HART wae employed represent- 
lng employers of the State Industrlal Survey Commisslon, which was having hearlngs 
on labor troubles and related matters through the 1920^. He was apparently 
against all suhstantial changes affecting the ordinary way of life against labor 
agitators, and Btrongly in favor of cutting the budget durlng the depreseion. 

He llkewlse opposed the joh insurance. 

In December, 1932 hie name was carried as a member of the New Tork 
State Budget Advisory Committee. In April, 1933, according to newspaper 
articles he advocated control of industries hy Trade Groups as a suhstltute 
for rigld Govornment rules. Under date of Fehruary 5, 1934 he openly opposed 
the Lawrence Waterway ^roject.

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0n October 12, 1938 a news article appeared in the Herald Tribune etating 
that HART had juet returned fTom an extended trlp in Hationalietic 8pain where 
on September 25, 1938 he wae interriewed by OENURAL THE COUBT Dï EHANCESOO 
GOMEZ, Minister of foreign affaire and Vice President of the Council of Mlniatera 
of the Franco Government, the Burgoa. HART ia reported to hare aaid that "medla- 
tion M is impossiblp in the Spaniah War. Thereafter appeared a eeries of articlea 
by HART in the Herald Tribune, dated October 30, 1938, JNovMiber 6, and Noveaber 13 
all favoring PRANCO'S cause in Spain. 

In the letter dated June 9, 1940 to the New York Timea HABT etated that 
America should arm but not declare war aa she waa not ready. 

A notlce appeared in the Hew York Timea under date of November 29, 1939, 
concerning the Dies Rally in Madison Square Oarden, of which HART wae Chairman. 

He opened the meeting at which an estimated 10 to 12 thoueand people were present. 
There was no trouble in thia matter. DIES' text was that Americe should stop 
its eping of Europe. 

On May 22, 1939 HART'S book M Amerioa Looks at Spain M was announced. 

On February 21, 1939 in the Times an artlcle appeared in whlch ïHANCQ 
thanked the A m ericans throxigh HART for aid given, and on December 9, 1939 a newe 
article appeared indicating that ERTIZ KUHN, German AgiericanBund leader was an 
uninvited guest at a luncheon at a meeting of the New York State Economlc Councll 
at the Hotel Biltmore. It was estimated that 700 people attendéd that meeting. 
HART was Chairman and Congresaman DIES spoke. 


Huring the course of hie speech DIES denounced the German Amerlcan Bund» 


Under date of November 21, 1940 a speech was made at Tovn Hall, New York 
City by HAROLD ICKES, Secretary of the Interior, in which he warned 
and included as typical propagandists* MEBVriN K, H 
LAWRMCE DENTriS, CHARLES A. LINDBERGH. 

In another speêch on December 17, 1939 by Secretary ICKES, at Columbia 
University, ICKES called subject a native rascist. On December 19, 1942 the 
press reported that subject demanded that ICKES publicly retract hi* charges.

On January 5, 1941 a tvo-page artlcle appeared in the newspaper "P.M," 
which reported an interview by a "P.M." reporter, VILLARD WEINER, with subject. 
This artlcle vae preceded by a two-page banner headllne stating "Portrait of 
a Native Americen Who Has No ïïse For Democracy." VIEINER'8 interview conoeded 
that HART is a gentleman and that HART had told WEINBl that there were 2,000 
members of the New ïork State Economic Council, and that & bi-monthly 
economic letter goes to 17,000 people. HART aleo said that he belonged to 
the Masons. This article then goes on to reatate informatlon that has 
prevlously been recounted through the efforts of Ooafidential Informant T5. 
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Fron the files of Confidential Informant T5, an article wae produced, 
dated June 12, 1941 in the newepaper "P.M. 1 ' which accuBed euhject of heing the 
moet important Fasciet link hrlnging together COUGHLINITES and hueineesmen 
in the Christian Front. 


In a letter to the editor of the Times, dated January 6, 1942 euhject ad- 
mita that he had orlginally urged Ámerica to keep out of war prior to Deoemher 7, 
1941 hut he nov says in euhstance that elnce we are at war, the war effort 
ehould he wholly aiqiported# and eaye that Fresldent BOOSKFEliT has rightly called 
for unity. He goee on, hovever, and criticiies actual unity with any other 
nation except tha unity of naral and military mattars» His concluding para- 
graphs etates "I am for the fulleet prosecutlon of the war, and for American 
defense firet, and then for fullest aid to our alliee* I want Ámerica to vln 
becauee I love my country. I am against all the enemies of the United Statee, 
hut I am eternally opposed to merging the United Statee with any other natione, 
and to hring this up now will rightly arouse opposition among Americans. 1 ' 

In a letter dated January 8, 1942 to the editor of the Herald Trlbune, 
suhject aaid in euhatanoe much the same as appeared in the precedingparagraph 
hut goes on to say thatthftwehould not now he uselees arguing hetween former 
isolationists and interventionists, hut the main ohject is to wln the war.

He also said that 
there were a nximber of prominent individuals of New Tork City ou the New 
Tork State Economlc Council Board of Directors. jj^Pvas in possession of a late 
isBue of the Economic Letter in vhicb a long article appeared, written by 
TiAWBENCE B. ELLIHAN, entitled, M The Plight of Eeal Estate", in which ELLIMAN 
stated that excessive taxation would ruin real estate values. There dld not 
appear to be any statements of a Bubversive or propaganda nature in this issue 
as reviewed by agent. 


Confidential Informanl^^^Bon interview stated that he had boen 
engaged for a great many yearsTiWne business of raising funds for reputable 
organlzations, instltutions, and sohools, and that he had a contract 10 or 
12 years ago to raise money for the Nev Tork State Economic Council. He ha* 
heard of the Council intermittently since then, but has known it only as 
a purely economic venture and knew nothing of HART'S lnternational views. 
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- Confidantial Informant^M[£ptated that the 5ev Tork State Econonic Conncil 

had an account at the Gtiaranty Truet Company, 140 Broadvay, Hev Tork City, vhich 
account vaa closed July 25, 1934. Thie account vas only at the nain office and 
dld not appear that there vas any account ymJmjjach hanVs.

Confidential Informant ^^etnted that on Hovcmber 8, 1933 an account va 
opened at the Crand Central branch of the Chase Hational Bank in the name of 
MÍHWIN K. HART. This vaB a checking account and still 1 b a checking account, in 
vhich thore ls no unusual activity. The average balance for 1940 vas $200, for 
1941, $200, and the average balance eo far thla year averageB around $1,000. 


Inforaant^H aleo volunteered infornation that lt appeared an account 
had been opened i^xne naae of American Ohion Por Nationalist Speln, vhich vas 
a small "in and out" aocount existing during the Spanlsh Civil War. It vas 
opened for one year and vas clOBed out in 1939. Ite higheet balance vas $300 
end the annual average balance vas $100. Mlss HILDRETH MUIRE vas Treesurer 
of the corporation and its purpose vas "to interpret true facts of Spainto the 
Aoerican people." 


InformantJHValso indicated that there vas an existing account since 
1934 in the name o^The New Tork State Sconomic Council and that its average 
balance for 1940 vae $200, for 1941 $200, and that ln 1942 it had a high of 
$1500 in January, a high of $1400 in February, but the balance for October is 
only $200. V/ILLIAM C. BREID ie listed as Chairoan of the Board and the 
analysis of account'e report indicated that nearly everythlng in the Council 
account goes out in salary and expenees of the office, and very llttle ejpenditure 
for anything else. There vas no record of any foreign transactionB. 


Confidentlal Informent ^^Bidvlsed that thelr firm audlted the Hev Tork 
State Economlc Council account «^ew yeare ago. He revealed that HART'S salary i 
at present ig about $10,000 a year, and that one thlrd of the money of the 
Council goee for HART'S ealary alone. In 1938 $40,000 vas taken in by contri- 
butionB, etc. but the report stated there vas no verification made of contrlbu- 
tore. T13 vas of the opinion that HART is a money malfer and probably aeBOclated 
with the various movements that he ia identified vlth solely for the revenue 
involved.

Economlc Letter, ehe eaid ehe tore \ro and refueed to pay any attantion to 

it. According tof^^iART hae constantly criticiïed the R00SE7ELT adainietratlon; 
is Tiolently anti-Communietie; hae eaid that HITLER has done eone good things 
for Oermany; that the Geman American Bund ie a harnleee organleation; and that 
the Eranco Policy is aatisfactory. She said further, howerer, that sinoe Decemher 7, 
1941 HART has been openly advocating unlty withhAmerica.-He confines his critioiam 
now only to Qovernment ependlng and then only to expenditures whlch are not for thS 
war effort. However, she believes he is still a Tascist in his theories of Govern- 
ment but is emart enough to hold hie tongue now. She said that a whlle ago he 
was so anti-Communistic h® wae literally seeing "a Communist under every chair. 1 ' 

She believes he might still be regarded as dangerous in that his conetant oriti- 
clgrns creates a dlsturbing element. She does not believe that he ie eubsidized 
by foreign ftmds. She eaid further that HART had told her in the past o^^btend- 
ing 8ome Bnnd meetings eimply to find out what vent on ln the meetinge* 
was of the opinion that HART'S theories are too extreme, and that HART has been 
and in her opinion still is against labor agitation. 


Later^HBiddressed a letter to reportlng agent in vhich she enclosed a 
copy of the Hew lork State Economic Co\incil Letter, dated October 1, 1942 vhich 
letter had been sent to a friend of hers by HART. This letter ls written wholly 
by HART and states in aubstance that the Executive Department of the Federal 
Government hae the s\Q>reme resporisibllity of winnlng or losing the var becaUBe 
of the povers given it, and that there is lacking an enthusiasm on tha part 
of the people. He goee on to quote RATMOHD CLAPPER, the Scripps Hovard columnist, 
as saying, "For the first time since I have been reporting in Washington I 
believe we are in danger of going over to dictator6hip." HART continues that 
the Preeident could dissipate this fear; that Congress is also/olame for delega- 
ting most of its powers to the President, and that the Judioiary has strengthened 
thie fear because it is simply a co-operating agenoy of the Executive, and that 
the people in general have let thlngs go by default. He does say, however, that 
since we are at war, we should villingly give to the Commander-in-Chief every power 
he needs to raiee, train, eqnip, supply and command invincible milltary, naval, 
and air forces, and as Comander-in-Chief we all must give hlm implicit obedience 
and un8wervlng support. But having done that, and even while doing it, we must 
not neglect the defenses of liberty at home. He thereupon advocates that citizena 
ehould conatitute "a pressure group" with its object to point out to Congress its 
duty; to reassert its independence from the Executive;to make lt once more the 
sole national law-máking body of our country. HAP.T sdso varned agalnst inflatlon 
ae being our greateet enemy and vants legislation directlng the Presldant to put 
hia vhdle ?-Polnt Program into operation. He then advocates elimination of vaete- . 
ful Qovernment expenditures, etc., and gome Executive meana of keeplng down the 
national debt,

in the Counoil. He, however, has never taken out membership in the organiza- 
tion a^h^wasunable to see where svich raembership oould benefit him in any 
way. 4H|H^Mund8rstood that raoat of the raanufaoturerc and finanoial 
institution^Tn the oity of Utica wero members of the Counoil, and he was 
oertain that there is nothlng of a subversive nature in the activities of the 
Council or of HART himself. 

HART, having oome from a waalthy and influen-Éial family, believo^in 
the capitalistic system and is particularly opposed to Communism.^^^^^^^ 
explained that in politios HART hao always been a staunoh RepublicT^^ana^ 
loses no opportunity to criticize ti^^m^ent adrainistratlon, partioularly 
in regard toits spending policies.^^^^BBoncluded that he is certain that 
HAJRT is entirely loyal to this oountry, but due to hia critioiam of some of 
President ROOSEYELT’s policiea and hÍB ability to create enemies for him- 
aelf, and getting unfavorable publioity, Bome poople who do not know HART 
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or hia background might think he wae opposed to thia country’e war aima.

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itated that he haa known HART for "yeare and yeara" 
and there is not th”e sïïghtest doubt in hia mind oonoerning HART’t loyalty 
or patriotism. He expaoted that HAfiT it tied in olote with very prooinent 
people, and tince the Hew Tork State Eoonomio Council is supported tolely by 
oontributions from theae people who repretent the induttrial and monied 
olatset in Hew York State, hit atatements and aotivities rautt meet with their 
approral or they would withdraw their aupport. 


At the saraa time '"' a8 ihe opinion that HART waa 

not personally popular, even araon™Tnetepeople, for the reason that he ia 
too outepoken, tactless, and bullheaded. He desoribed HART aa a slight, thin 
fellow, but possessed of a "ponderous oomplex." During the last World War 
HART had a commission in aome non-combatant oorps of the TJnited Statea Arrny, 
He further described HART as a reBtless type, having tried several fields 
of endeavor, with varying degrees of suooess. First he tried politios, 
just a few years after graduating from college, and was elected to a telm in 
the Hew York State Assembly. His sucoess in being eleoted to that position 
at the age of 25 or 26 apparently went to hia head, as he immediately adopted 
an air of importanoe and aloofness, with the result that he did not receive 
his party's nomination at the next eleotion, although his reoord in the 
Assembly waa very good. HART also praoticed law; managed the business of 
HART and CROUSE COUPAHY, a heating equipment and furnace manufacturing 
company in Utioa; and h&d some connecticn with local banks and insurance 
oompanies. 


Previous to the work of the Iiew York State Eoonomio Cyouncil, HART was 
aotive in numerous movements on the part of various groups to reduoe 
expenditures by the State of Hew York. After the Economic Counoil began 
to be f&irly well established, HART devoted his entire time toitá affairs. 
Confidenti&l Source A stated that he himself was not a member of the New 
York Economic Council, but was olosely associated with Bever&l busineasmen 
who were members. He added that HART íb possessed with a peculiar type of 
personality, and he had very few close í'rienda. 

On one ocoasion HART brought oa make a speeoh 

on "laolationism." This was a year or more before the United States entered 
the war. This affair was not well attended by Utioans. HART was not 
personally popular among his assooiates, not because of hie views, but because 
of his personal and apparent alaofnesa.

^ first contact with HART was in 1914 when EART and several 
prominen^TusinesBmen in Utioa organized the Utioa Eutual InBurance Company, 
the primary purpose of whioh orgsmization was to reduce the cost of industrial 
insuranoe. Although HART was a lawyer at that time and was a memb6r of the 
newly formed law firm of HART and SEÏíIOR, Ur. SENIOR performod praotically 
all of the work incident to organizing the insurance compemy, and the firm of 
HART and SMIOR has been general counsel for the insuranoe company froa that 
time to the present day. A few years later when the United States entered 
the war, HART enlisted in the Arny. he was at first rejeoted due to defective 
sight, but was later aooepted í'or non-combatant duty. Ylhen HART was released 
from the Army in 1918, he had obtained the rank of Captain. 

added that HART was a "lightning thinker ^^^iaveiOwjaitated 
to plaoe himBelf on record on any controversial matter.

«Hi dosoribed HART as a wonderful worker, possessing a surprislng 
amount of energy, and probably knows more "big" men in Hew York City than 
any other person. His narae firat beoame prominent in publio prlnt when he j 
was orusading against the use of RUGGS THHBOOKS in the Hew York State School 
System, HART olaiming th&t these textbooks contained Cojmunistio propaganda. 

HART ms quite sucoessful in thia campaign and the textbooka hM^^eeii 
removed from a great number of sohoola throughout the State. 
further stated that HART's reoord showa that he h&s had the unpopula^side 
of many controversial issues. The reason for this is th&t HART never hesitates 
to plaoe himsel^or^record and make his opiniona known. At times HART has 
mentioned t^HHHflH "that he was planning to ag&in run for some public 
offioe. HHHbowever, stated that he has consiBtently tried to discourage 
HART in these plans, as he does not believe that HART haí^W^yjroper perBonality 
to be a suocecsful politieian. Ao f o^obil^y, however, Hi^H^^Pstated that 
HART would h&ve no lack of ability. JHHHB^oouoluded by stating that 
there is no question wiiatsoever in his mind as to HART's patriotism and 
loyalty. He oan state po3Ítively that the aims and activities of the New 
York State Economic Counoil are anything but subveraive.

He states in eubstance 
that strict regul®tions are acceptable in war time, hut he appears to he 
afraid that there is a drive to make some of the war time regulations perma- 
nent after peace oomea. He goes on to say that "The wastage and ruin caused 
hy World V/ar I destroyed or seriously dislocated the economic system of every 
country. That is why Lenin appeared in Hussia, Mussolini in Italy, Hitler 
in Germany and a host of lesser despots in many other quarters." He con- 
tinues H At this moment many Federal agencies, with unlimited funds at their 
disposal, are planning our post-war system. Tou may he sure their plans will 
perpetuate hureaucratic controls.

the Unlted States and a citizen of the State of New York, residing in 
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Onelda County. Declaratlon further etates that he ls a nenher of the Bar of 
the State of New York; that durlng World War I he volunteered to eerre ln 
the armed foroee of hls native land aad did eo eerve in the i-rmy of the 
ïïnited States and wae honorábly disoharged from eald areed eervicee at the 
oonclueion of eaid conflict, vlth the rank of Oaptain, etc. Plaintiff then 
allagee that the defendant, Priende of Deaocracy, Xno. ( principal effloe 
located at 103 Park Avenue, Hew York City, ie engaged "in the hueineee of 
eoliciting large eune of money for the purpoeee of propaganda and advancing 

ite material aime.that a certain pamphlet entitled "Summary of 

Activitiee of Frlends of Democracy" wae vritten, edited and/or composed by 
the defendant, L. M. BIRKH.’IAD, and that the defendants injured HART'B good 

name, etc. by holding him up to ridicule, etc. H EART then allegee 

that the folloving statement which he Bays ie falee vae contained in thie 
"Summary of Activitiee of Friends of Democracy H 

H Frlende of Democracy is a national organization 
>diich has been carrying on activitiee against anti- 
democratic and appeasement propaganda einoe 1937. 

It hae ploneered in exposing the American Qnislings, 
the pro-Nazi, pro-Axis propagandlete. Ite paaphlets 
on eubverelve propagandiste have been ciroulated 
throughout the country. Its filee on subverslve 
propaganda are reputed to be the most complete in 
the country. "Friends of Democrecy" ie gratlfied 
by the July 22, 1942 indictmente by the Waehington 
Grand Jury of tventy-eight American Qulsllngs. 

The indictment also named tventy-elght organiza- 
tlone and eeveral publloatione for plotting 'to 
interfere vith, irnpair and influence the loyalty, 
morale and discipline' of the armed forces, and 
'to cause insubordination, mutlny and refusal of 
duty' among the soldiers and sallors. 


"What Frlends of Damocracy Has Done 
"Barly in 1938, Friends of Democracy publiehed a 
leaflet lleting a number of the anti-democratle 
organlzatlone carrying on vigorous propaganda 
against democracy ln thls country. Among them 
vere:

Flanders Hall, or other organisationa mentioned in 
the July 22nd indictment." 

The declaratlon then oonoludes demandlng $1,000,000 damages 
plue coste, and is signed by BAETLE GORMAN, Attorney for Plaintiff, Office 
& P.O. Address Insurance Building, Utioa, New Tork. 

The defendants ansver denies all of the allegations, exoept 
that it admits the authorship of the "Summary of Activities of Priends of 
Democracy" and then goes on to further oharge that plaintiff has been 
aotively engaged in the dlssemination of pro-Franco propagaLnda in the 
United States. Further that HART in 1938 vlth the cooperation of Franoo's 
repreeentativea in the United States pald a visit to Nationaliet Spain. 

He remained in Spain about one month, hia travele, as these defendants are 
informed and believe, being supervised by representatives of the Franoo govern- 
ment. Defendants also state that ln his book "America Look At Spain" HART 
condemned the ideals and principles of the French and American Revolutions, 
urging the people of the United States to "Look At Spain"; he vrote disparag- 
ingly of democracy and the democratic form of government, approved the moaeuree 
taken by Franco and the intervention of Nazi and Italian troops in the Spanish 
Civil War ae necessary to stamp out Communism in Spain, and justified Nazlsm 
and Fasciem as veapons necessary to destroy Commupiem. The defendants' 
answer goes on to state that in 1939 HART organized and became Ohairman of 
the Amerioan Union for Nationalist Spaln, and opened offices for lt ln New 
Tork City. The purpose of this organization was to disseminate propaganda 
in favor of the Spanieh Fasoist State, and in thie cause HART wrote articles 
and delivered lecturee which were based upon the material contained in his 
book, "America Look At Spain". The defendante' answer contines that for 
many ye&rs HAHT has interested himself ln organizations in the United States 
which have advooated for this country the eame principles of govemment as now 
obtaln in Germany, Italy and Spaln, and has been associated with leaders of 
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•uch orgaalzatlonB ln thelr work. A partlal llet of euoh organlsatlone and 
pereona follova: 

"Ghrlatian Tront, vhoae ator# of arao and aaaunltlon vaa dlsoorereA hy the 
Jederal Bureau of Inreatlgatlon in January, 1940, and John Soghan Kelly, one 
of íts leaderi, vho vat foraerly a Major in the United States Aray Beserre, 
hut vho vas dismissed in 1941. 

Aaerican Patriots Inc., an organization aimilar ln purpoae to the Chriatian 
Pront, and Allen Zoll, a leader in thie morenent. 

Bernard T. D'Arcy, Eaatern distrihutor of Social Juatice, and the Coughlinitea. 

Eliaabeth Dilling, now under indictment and avaiting trial in the Dietriot of 
Columbia oa a charge of impairing the morale of the armed forcea of the 
United Statea." 


ThÍB answer further charge8 that HAET haa conaietently followed 
the aocepted Nazi propaganda line, which ie deaigned to dirlde thia country, 
and by diridlng it to veaken it againet its enemies. 

The ansver of the defendants continuea eaying that the etate- 
ments vhich the plaintiff (HART) claims defame him vere honest expreasions 
of the opinione of theBe anewering defendante, and vere made by Baid defen- 
danta in good faith and vlthout malice toward the plaintiff. Turther, that 
neither Dr. Birkhead nor Stout wae peraonally acquainted vith HART, nor had 
either of them any personal animue againat him and as a partial defenee and 
in mitigation of daaagee aaid defendanta allege:- 

**The defendant Leon M, Birkhead ie a mlnister duly ordained 
ln the Unitarian Church, and for more than tventy yeare jjrior to 1939 had 
been the pastor of All Soule Unitarian Church in Kansas City, Misaouri. In 
the course of his aervice, he had long interested himaelf in eocial velfare 
vork, in improving the condition of the lees fortunate membera of the 
community, and in preaching and actively working in the cauae of tolerance. 

In 1935 Dr. Birkhead Tiaited Germany in order to inform himeelf at firat hand 
of the conditions vhich preTailsd in that country. He sav ths reaults of 
the Naei reign of terror, ite ruthleaa tuppreaaion of all oppoaition, ite 
perrersion of ita courts, ita disregard of human dlgnity and of all human 
righta, and its enti-religioue policy, vhich wae directed not only againet 
the Jews but against any church and any minister or priest »dio dared to 
preach the gospel of Jeeus and the principles of tolerance and brotherly 
lOTe. The result vas that Dr. Birkhead deTsloped a hate of Nasism and 
eTerythlng connected vith it. 
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"Eeturnlng to the United States, Dr. Birkhead oonuaenoed the 
formation of an organifation deaigned to aeoertaln the facta conoerning 
Faaoiaa in the United Statea. Jrom 1935 nntil 1937 this organisatian 
ezlBted informally, and during theae years a large file on information con- 
cerning Aaerican Faseists wae aecumulated. Howerer, by the Fall of 1937 
the scope of this work had so grown, and the urgent need of oombating 
Nazi propagandists in the United States had beoome so clearly apparent, 
that Dr, Birkhead and prominent indÍTiduals who ahared his riews organized 
j a non-profit oorporation known as Friends of Demoeracy, Inc. This corpora- 
tion, one of the defendants in this action, was formed under the laws of 
the State of Missouri oiK^ovember 1, 1937, and had its headqviarters in 
Kansas City, Missouri, where Dr. Birkhead lived. By 1939 the dutiea of Dr. 
Birkhead as National Direotor of Friends of Democracy, Inc. had become so 
enormous that he found it impossible to continue with both those aotivities 
and his duties as minister of All Soule Unitarian Ohurch. Believing the 
work of the Friends of Democracy, Inc. to be the most urgent at the time, I 
Dr. Birkhead resigned his pulpit." I 

The defendant Eex Stout is an author by profession, having 
created the character Nero Wolf, the highly individualistio hero of a 
eeries of detective stories, and novels wrltten by him have been produced 
by motion plcture companies. He is Chairman of the Writers' War Board, a 
group formed at the request of thc United States Government and whose ex- 
penseB are defrayed by the Government, conaisting of outBtímding writers 
who have volunteered their services in furtherance of the war effort to 
prepare articles on such subjects aa the Office of V/ar Information and other 
governal agencies may request. Stout has also regularly delivered addresses 
and hae broadcast over major radio networks on topicB designed to inform the 
public of our part in the war and to reveal the truth about enemy propaganda. 
3tout became lnterested in Friends of Democracy Ino in 1940 and has assumed 
an active part in the work of this organization, including, in collaboratlon 
with Dr. Birkhead and others, the preparation of its pamphlets, advertiee- 
ments and communications addressed to its members. 

Section 45 of the defendants' anqwer states that "In January 
1940, upon the floor of the House of Representatives at Washington, D. C., 
Hon. Frank Hook, Oongressman from the State of Michigan, delivered an address 
in which he oharged HART with being a leader in the fieíd of un-American 
actlvities, a prominent collahorator with the Christian Front, and one who 
has urged peoplo to band together and "revolt" against the present regime, 
and who had hegged industrialists and financiers to resist measures enacted 
by Oongress. Oongressman Hook there oharacterized HART as 'a klnd of Park 
Avenue operator for the Christian Front with its tragieally misgulded young 
men trying to aseemble caches of arms and ammunition'. Newspapers through- 
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"out the ïïnited Statea carried reporte of tha speech of Congreesman Hook and 
hi8 referencee to HAET. M 

HARI vae attacked toy Hon. Harold Ickea, Socretary of the 
Interior, of the Ihiited Statee, in putolic epeechee nade toy the latter in 
Decentoer 1940 and ïetoruary, 1941, according to Section 46 of the defendants' 
anever. Ickee ie eaid to hare characterlsed HiRT at a "Qaieling", and one 
engaged in un-American actiritiee. 


The defendante' anever continuee that in Octotoer 1940, Hon. 
Rotoert H. Jackeon, then Attorney General of the ïïnited Statee, and nov a 
juetioe of the Suprene Court of the ïïnited Statee, in a putolic addreee 
characterized HART as a "pro-Faaciet". 


Section 43 of the Defendante' anever statee that on many other 
occasione HART haa receired unfaroratole putolicity in nevepapere and other 
periodicale putolished ln the ïïnited Statee, ae one vho vae pro-Haei, pro- 
Axíb, pro-PaecÍBt and engaged in un-Amerioan aotÍTitiee, 


Confidential Informant ^^Jtaa pereonally interviewed toy the 
reporting agent on January 20, 1943. Araong other thinga he etated that the 
p&mphlet "Suaunary of ActivitieB of Friende of Denocracy" which contained 
the etatemente pertaining to HART had toeen mailed to atoout 175 memtoere of 
the "Friends of Democracy", HART wae also sent a copy of thie pamphlet. 

Thie Informant provided the reporting agent vlth many copiee of correapon- 
dence, etc., which he ototained from a confidential source known only to him. 
They related to the litoel eult and will toe ueed to show that HART had un- 
American tendencies. Theee will toe commented on later in this report. 

Thia material has toeen photographed and photostatic copie* are toeing re- 
tained in the New Tork File. The originals have toeen retained toy thie 
Informant. This Inform&nt reviewed HART'S toook "Amerlca Look At Spain" 
and pointed out several inetances where, in hie opinion, HART lncriminated 
hlmself toy aBaailing democratic principles. Thia Informant also stated — " 

that on at least one occaaion HART said that to properly underetand Communism 
in America tod&y the American putolic should read ELI3A35JTH DILLING'S toook 
entitled "The Red Network" and also another of her books entltled "The 
Roosevelt Red Record". Thls Informant also pointed out the close association 
between sutoject and JOHN EOGHAN KELLT, the latter engaged ln furnishing 
articles for the magacine "Spain" putoilshed toy the Spanlah Litorary of 
Information, KELLT is purported to have sutomitted several artioles for 
putolication in the magazlne "Spaln" for vhich he vas paid $25 each and he 
is alleged to hare also received $500 for complllng lnformatlon rëgaiilng 
Spain. 


This Informant characterlzed HART as a professional witness 
toefore various Congressional hearinga and sald that HART toelieved ln 
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prlrat* property right9 ae a primary concern, Whereas human rlghts (Aocording 
to HAfiT) are eecondary thereto. 

Aaong the photostatlc ezhihits ohtained fro» this Informant aad 
referred to ahore are the following:- 

A page dated Jannary 30, 1939 helieved to he froa the periodical 
"Social Justlce 8 on which appears an article hy suhject entitled "There Is 
Ho Want In Natlonal Spain". This article is very short and the tltle is 
self-ezplanatory. 

Another ezhihit is a copy of a small paaphlet, not dated, vhich 
alleges to outline the purposes of the "New York State Econoaio Council", 
of which suhject is President. The purposes are set out as follows:- 

1) Curh Government Spending 

2) Heduce Oppressive Taxation 

3) Oppose Suhversire Oroxtps 

4) Oppose Stlfling Restriction Of 
Private Enterprise 

5) Promote True Recovery 

It vas thought that this pamphlet vas puhlished Just hefore the 
Council moved to its present office at 505 Fifth Avenue, inasmuch ae the 
address on the pamphlet is 17 East 42nd Street, Nev York City.

Sumner Welles. He provee beyond cavil that Washlngton has been the eecret 
ally of the Red Spanlsh regime against Nationalist Spain under Pranco, even 
to the extent of permittlng recrultlng for the Loyalists on American soll in 
violatlon of exieting law.

Committee, Mass Meeting For Amerieanisu And Heutr&lity, Seventh Regiment 
Armory, Park Aveuue at 66th Street, Hew Tork is also being retained in the 
Hev Tork File. HART was Chalrman of thie Comaittee, HILDRETH MEIERE, 
Treasurer and JCBH EOGHAN KSLLT vae Seoretary.

JAVIER OATTAN De ATALA teetlfled that the he resided at 301 Bast 
38th Street, Nev Tork Oity and that he ie an agent in charge of the Spanieh 
Library of Information. In anewer to the queetion H Is the *Spanish Llbrary 
of Infonnation t merely a trade name?", Mr. JACOCBI, of the firm of Wickee, 
Ri&dell, Bloomer & Jaoobl, (vhich lav firm repreeented the "Spanlsh Llbary 
of Information") anevered that the Spanlsh Library of Informatlon ie an 
ageucy of the Natlonal Preee Burean, the foreign dÍTÍslon, vhioh ie a branch 
of the Departraent of Interlor of the Gorernment of Spaln. He further etated 
that it hae an aseooiation with the Goremment of Spaln ae an agency in thie 
country, but it doee not do buelneee ae an indirldual. It vae further etated 
that KELLT eubmltted artlolee for puhlicatlon, outlining the publleatlone ae 



follove:-

De ATALA further teetified that heeides eubmltting articlee for 
publication in the magasine "Spain" eubject of the lav suit JOHN EOCfflAN KELLT 
vould aeslet ae meetlngs. Ao an example of KELLT'S aeeistanoe at meetinge, 
DeATALA atated "Suppoee the American Legion had a meetlng in Boston to talk 
about the pollcy of eending help to the heepltale in Spain. He vould go 
there and, if someone aade a remark that was wrong about Spain, he vould try 
to correot it. " Thls wltness also testlfled that KELLT vae belng pald for 
reaearch vork and collecting materlal for a book of information about Spaln.

There is a belief, hoverer, that a cultural Spanieh-Aaerioan 
organieation might vell be formed in the United States vhich vould be 
national in scope and vhioh vould eziet for the promotion of friendly rela- 
tions betveen Nev Spain and the United Statee. Therefore, our ezecutlve 
committee hae under consideration a proposal to vind up the Union and to 
form or bring about the form&tion of such a Spanish-American organiz&tion." 

Another letter dated November 23, 1933 to the Aabaasador is one 
in vhich HART takes it upon himself to advise the Ambassador Just vhat he 
believes the latter should 'bonfine his proposed Chicago address to shoving 
that Loyaliat Spain is Communietio, lt might be the best selection of the 
topic at this time."

A memorandum dated June 7, 1939 from "John E, Kelly" to Mr. Hart 
etates "Nov that former Secretary of State Stimpson has r&ised hie volce 
for liftlng the embargo, might not Mr. Bainbridge Colby be persuaded to 
change hÍB prevlous stand? If ve could announce his Joining the committee 
it vould make an excellent piece of publicity. Othervise, I think ve ckn 
make our publicity announcement on Miss Thompeon and other radicals. 

Pather Talbot told me that Mies Meiere had suggeeted that our first announce- 
ment be only a etatement of princlples, but I am afraid that at thie stage 
of the battle the nevsp&pers vould coneider it too bloodlese and ve should 
probably receive very poor publiclty, vhereas if ve enter the fight by en 
attack upon one as prominent as Miss Thompson, her paper vill be constrained 
to print it and others vill follov." 

A letter dated June 30, 1939 from JUAN F. de CARDENAS, Spanish 
Ambassador, addressed to ÏÏART expresees the Amb&esador's thanks for the 
interest that EART has shovn tovard Sp&in and states "I do not find vords to 
express to you my gratitude for the interest you shov tovards Spain as vell 
as for the help you are giving to the Nation&list Gcrernment in so many ways." 

A letter from Ambassador JUAN F. de CARDENAS dated December 19, 

1938 to HARI atates "I vish to thank you very much for your kind letter of 
December 16th with which you enclose 2 copies of the addrees you made at 
the Aaerican Fatrlots Luncheon.

Buth 
Shipley, Chief, Paeaport Divieion, Waahington, D. C. aaye in aubetance that 
HART ie planning to loave for Spaln in oonnection with a general eurvey of 
Spanieh economic affalra partlcularly aa relate to both frosen Aaerlcan 
credite and the posslbility of increaslng American trade vith Spain after 
the present civil war.. n KELLT statea that EART poeaesaea a paeaport 
bearing the notation "Not valid in Spain" and he ia dealrous of conaultlng 
you ae to how thia may be waived in view of hie valid reason for entering 
Nationaliat territory. 

A letter vritten April 12, 1939 by HART addreeoed to Senor 
Pablo Merry del Yal, Ministerio del Interior, Serricio de Prensa, Burgoa, 
Spain in whlch HART statea "I have thought of you many tlmes in recent 
weeke while the war waa in prooesa of being finished. I am greatly 
delighted, of course, at the outoome. I can vell imagine the relief that 
it has brought to all of you in Spaln." HART advises that he haa written 
a book on Spain and the lesaons that may be drawn from Spain by Americans. 
He atates he will aend del YAL a copy and requeeta him to comment on thls 
book as he see fit.

In this special meetlng Just referred to the Council by lts Board of 
DirectorB adopted a "Re-declaration of Ipdependence" a copy of ídilch is 
being retslned in the exhibit file ln thiscaee in the New Tork ïield 
Diricion. This Re-deolaratlon of Independencs is primérily snti- 
adminietr&tion stating that the "principlee of liberty and free Gorernment 
—are now belng riolated and destroyed by pnbllo serrÊnts whom we hare 
entrusted with high national office -." 


"Thus the form of Goremment which our fathers founded to insure 
liberty to the indirldual is being changed into one in vhlch, under the 
guise of social reform and on the pretext of the nesds of war, frsedom 
is being concentrated in the executire as the symbol of the State." 
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The demandsmade ln thia Be-Deolaration include re-wordage o t the eonetitutional 
•ystem, re-eBtp.hliohment of the legielatÍTe, Judicial and ezeeutÍTe ae 
eeparate branchee of Qovernment. It aleo ln cTud.es that the Bill of Bighto be 
eerupulouely obserred and that foreign policiee be deflnitely related to 
Anerican neede, and that ouch foreign policieo ohall not be pernitted to deetrojr 
or impair either our forn of Oorernment or our otandard of lÍTÍng. Thlo paper 
then prOTÍdes epace for pereono receiring it to ei©i their nameeand retum 
same to the Council headquarters. 


In a Councll pamphlet, volume 2, number 3, publiehed July 1943, MEEWIR K. 
HART ie the author of an article "THE BUBEAUCRAT GOES TO TOWK." The text of 
thie publication indicates th?t an unknovn Waehington offieial repreeenting 
the Houeing Authority acted as a Bureaucrat, and is severely critici*ed by HAHT. 

Inlbonomic Councll letter #114, dated July 1, 1943, HART criticieed the 
"plenned economy" and denies its exiotence. He adnite that total var meano 
personal eacrificeo, but that shortagee in the United Statee are not becauee of 
Lend Leaee, but thet the Nev Deal hae brought utter confuoion; that the trend 
in food production ie dovnvard, and that the country euffero from a "bllght 
of Bureaucratic control;" that ceiling pricee have been eet vithout regard to 
cost. HART's suggeetion is a consolidation of all authority over food in one 
man and pute the queetion up to the people. 

In Economic Council letter #116 dated Wedneeday, September 1, 1943, HART 
devotee his vhole article to a diecueeion of the article vritten by ROSE 
WILDKR LANE entitled, "WHAT IS THIS-THE GESTAPOí" Thie verbrtim article by 
ROSB V/ILDER LANE was published in pamphlet form by the Economic Council ln 
volume 2, number 4, dated Auguet 1943. Thlo article has been photosteted, 
and two copies are being eúbmitted to the Bureau vith thio report. In the 
Council letter referring to the "Qeetapo" incident it io etated that the 
N LANE incident is disquieting because it ehove beyond doúbt that eomeone in 
a reeponsible Government Bureau believeo that eny criticiem of adainletration 
policles, even of Soclal Security, ie eeditious. The dieturbing feature of 
thie incident ie not that the KBI confiscated a 'ouepiciouB 1 postcerd, nor 
that the Connecticut State Police acted ln behalf of that Federal Bureau. In 
time of var reeponeible Government agenciee ouot probe every euepiciouo 
circumetance hovever trivial it may appear. The country'e eafety dependi 

upon their diligence and alertneee-. The Secret Police enforcing the 

laws of thp land is n ot a Geetapo, but a Secret Police uaed for ~partl* , an 
purposeeiB a Gestapo no matter what you eall it." He then goes on to denand 
that freedom of speech end the iress be acknowledged.

The newepaper PM alsovrote up thls mettor and referred to the fonr 
page prlnted clrcular dlstrlbuted by the Seoaoaic Counell carrjring the 
article by HOSE WILHSR LAMS, It appeared aleo that MI8S IÁHl had been 
contacted bjr PM and told thea that ehe did not bellere GHAITOI had turned 
orer her naae to the Yederal Bureau ot Iareetigation, but that ehe vme at 
a loee to explain vhere the cosplalnt to the Jederal Bureau of Inreetigation 
originated, and.ehe eaid further that ehe brought the lnoident to the" 
attention of the Councílrecently when HáHI rlcited her on anotheraatterj 
also vhan aeked vhether ehe vae a aeaber of the Couneil, ehe sald ehe had 
eigned a "Be-Declaration of Indepondence" elreulated b j the Council and 
beliered ererjr vord of it.

the United State6. Another one of JHj^^renorts discloeeB that there ie 
a rumor that HART'a trip to Soain (^Te^years ego we b financed by the 
Ce.tholic Church and vas designed to aid the Church in its fight againet 
Communiem. 
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Oonfldentlal InforaantJHP^ubnltted eopies of EAHT'e recent 
publicatlons. One ie an Economi^Council Letter dated October 7, 1943 
whicb diecoureee at length coneernin#: reeent railroad vrecks and haa 
particular reference to the railroad vreck at Wayland, I.T., vhere 30 
people vere killed on August 30, 1943|. the Gongreeelonal Ltd»»PenneylTania 
rallroad vreck of Septenber 6, 1943, vhere orer 9 vere killed, and others. 
He ther. goee on to aay that there is no critioisa of the railroad 
oanageaent, but that theBe wrecke ehould be inveatigated, and thát it 
hae been unviec to draft rallroad personnel learing the railroade eo 
ehorthanded. 


He then attacke buret.ucracy in the Tederad Gorernoent, eaying 
that over three nillion persons are eoployed by the Pederal Governaent 
outeide of the aroed eervicee, He saye that there are too aany curbe 
on private initiative and no incentive left to the nanufacturer, and suggeets 
that a eolution to nany railroad probleoe vould be oore reliance on 
prlvate reBourcefulneeB. He etatea that bueineee oen in general are 
patriotic and that voluntary cooperation ie better than coercion. 

UnneceBBary regulations result in a burden ánd he quotes Congreseman 
Borah who intiaáted that bureaucracy had developed into a "PrankenBtein". 

Another publication ie a pamphlet, undated, but which ie contained 
in the eame envelope with the Council Letter #117, vhieh eete forth the 
objectivea of the Hew Tork State Economic Council. Thls ie n6t being 
revlewed at length as auch of the material has been prevlouely reported 
on. However, on page 13 of thle pamphlet there is listêd a complete 
roster of the Board of Directors.of the New Tork State Economie Council, 

Inc, This pamphlet 1 b being retained as an exhibit in the New T©rk 
file. 


Another publication le a pamphlet dated October, 1943, authored 
by MFRWIH KIMBALL EAHT, entitled "Winning a Lasting Peace". He dlecoureee 
at length about Aaerica and her Allies and says on Page 7, "The point to 
the above Bumm&ry of the outstanding national intereete of our allies 
which are in conflict one with the other would seem obvious: The Allied 
Natlons are united ln Europe only against Hitler and Hltlerlsm. When 
they go, Allied unlty ends, H He contlnues by saying that Amerlca ehould 
be herself and Aaerlca ehould be primarlly for heraelf ae all other 
natione vill be primarily for themselves, and that only by folloving the 
eame course ean Amerlca be adequately safeguarded. 

The Economic Counoil Letter #118, dated November 1, 1943, 
edited by Mr. HART, aesaila the taxing power as an inetrument to "eolleetiviíe'* 
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America. HAST n&lntalne that the eo called celllng on Balariee 1« intended 
to he a permanent fiztore even after the war, and that the admlnietration 
claine authority for it in the Conetitutional provi*lon*to provlde for 
the cOEUnon defense and general welfare*. HJLftT Bieagreee with thle. 

He maintalne that if lt were not for e&pltal we would not today be the 
areenal of denocracy. 

He eaye further that the tai program of the Treaeury ie en 
appeal to class h&tred and that there has been & bureaueratlc dleregard 
of citizens rignts, and he «uggeete that the governaent ehould encourage 
prlvate enterprise, that there ls now/Rfêed to change the eoclal order, 
that we should avoid ceilinge on salaries, that llmits ahould be set 
to the taxlng power, and advocates that ws hold fast to the Constitution. 

Anotiier pamphlet dated Movember, 1943 is entltled M A Memorandum 
for American Policy" and was authored by OSOHG7! M. PEKK of Mollne, 111, 

This so called memorandum was prepared for and presented to the mreting 
of the Republican Post-War Advlsory Council held at Mackanac l6land, Deeetber 
7, 1943. This article in substance criticizes bureaucracy and says th&t 
the criticlz» lies in the couree the New Dealers are following, namely 
a totalitarian socialism dlrected by Pederal Bureaus. The article advocated 
that indlvidual freedom of initiative be fostered and safeguarded by 
state and local governments to stimulate incentive.

The indictment returned "by the special Grand Jury on 
January 3, 1944, sets forth that in 1933 the National Socialist German Workers 
Party, also known as the Na'zi Party, came into power in Germany upon a program 
announced by its leaders to destroy democracy throughout the world and estahllsh 
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fascist forns of government in place of the forms of government then existing 
in the ITnited States and other countries. As a means of accomplishing their 
ohjective the Nazi Party carried on a camnaign of propaganda designed and 
intended to impalr and undermine the loyalty and morale of the military and 
naval forces of the United States and other countries. The persons listed above 
joined in this movement and program and actively cooperated with eac.h other and 
with the leaders of the Nazi Party to accomplish the ohjectives of said 
Nazi Party in the IJnited States. 

The 30 persons ahove-listed in violation of Section 11, 

Title 18, U. S. Code, unlawfully, wilfully, feloniously and knowingly conspired 
with each other and officials of the German Reich to commit acts prohihited 
hy Section 9, Title 18, U. S. Codo in that thcy, with intent to interfere v/ith, 
impair and influence the loyalty, morale and discipline of the railitary and 
naval forces of the United States 

1, Advised, counseled and caused insu'bordination, 
disleyalty, mutiny and refúsal of duty hy mem'bers 

of the military and naval forces of the United States; 
and 

2. Distributed and caused to be distributed 'vritten and 
■orinted raatter, advising, counseling, and urging 
insúbordination, disloyalty, mutiny and refusal of duty 
by members of the military and naval forces of the 
United States. 

The indictment goes on to point out that the defendants, 
in carrying rut the conspiracy printed, published and distributed many magazines, 
books, leaflets, circulars, etc., and also organized, supported, used and 
controlled a number of organizations, and further that through the publications 
and organizations they disseminated oral, written and printed stateraents charging, 
among other thingS, that democracy was decadent and that a National Soclslist or 
Fascist form of government should be established in the United States,

The indictment lists many other charges disseminated by 
the 30 defendants and which charges are aimed at the leaders of the United States 
and the democratic system and are designed to underraine the loyalty and morale 
of the armed forces.

Confidential Informant contacted and advised that J 

she had no current information t<^rfer from any personal contact with 
subject, but delivered to wi*iter the various publications of the 
National Economic Council by subject which have accrued since date of 
last report. A brief summary of these is set forth at this jjoint: 

Under date of December 1, 1943, the Economic Council Letter, 
published by the National Economic Council Incorporated, indicatee at 
the heading thereof that in addition to the addresses in New ïork City, 

New ïork, Utica, New ïork, and Chicago, HlinoiBj that the Council now 
has an office at 600 Investment Bullding, Washington 5, D. C. Thia 
letter, which is over subject's signature, takes issue with a quotation 
of Eleanor Roosevelt's n My Day” of October 15, 1940, in which she 3ays, 

"At present there is waste everywhere, but then we can still afford to 
be wasteful". The rest of the letter, consisting of four pages, is an 
attack on bureaucrats and wasteful fedoral spending. 

Enclosed with this December letter is an article in paraphlet 
form written by GEORGE M. PEEK and JOHN LEE COULTER entitled "Alien 
Influences in America". This is a fifteen page pamphlet and in its 
summary says, "There is no such thing as a foreign policy separate from 
internal policy, both are part of our American policy. It is the obvious 
obligstion of every country first to consider the welfare of its own 
citizens". 

The Economic Letter of January 1, 1944, is devoted to internal 
problems, and indicates HART believes that Congress has been piushed into 
the background by the press; that such poïrers need to be recaptured from 
the executive; and that the citizen must reassert his powers. HftRT 
refers also to "smearing" as an unsavory characteristic of present day 
politics and cites the current best seller "Under Cover" as a conspicuous 
example of sraearing. Then HART again maJkes the inference that "Under Cover 
points out no Comraunists" and that there is very little satisfaction in 
a libel suit by anyone who is mentioned in the book. 

Also included with this general letter is a book review by 
ALBEPT JAÏ NOCK, an associate of subject, in which he reviews "The 
Republic", "The Life and Times of Simon Bolivar", "Liberal Education", 
"Assignment, U.S.A.". 

There is also included a book review by EDGAR M. QUEENÏ of 
"Memoirs of a Superfluous Man" which vras recently written by ALBERT

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JAY NOCK. Finally, there is a twelve page pamphlet with this genered. 
letter entitled "We Flanned it That Way* which was written by CHANNING 
POLLOCK wtiich doe3 not appear to be material to this investigation. 

The February 1, 1944, Economic Council Letter particularly 
attacks executive agenciea which make rulee and regulations, and 
criticizes the fact that when they are so functioning that there is no 
open debate and no chance for public scrutiny; and that the executive 
branch of the government has taken over much of the law making power. 
This letter also criticizes the current tax program showing wherein that 
the more a man earns, the more he is penalized, until a point is reached 
where the individual is taxed more than he eams. 


There i3 also enclosed another pamphlet entitled «Teheran 
and the Post War World” written by DUHIBALD E. STEVENSON, and another 
book review by ALBEP.T JAY NOCK. 

The March, 1944, Economic Council Letter deals particularly 
with labor, and indicates that the present policy toward labor is 
political, and that a new one is needed. In a pamphlet enclosed with 
this letter an article is again submitted by CHANNINO POLLOCK n The 
Wages of the Wagner Act", and finally there is included a book review 
by ALBERT JAY NOCK. 


None of the above publications appear to be of sufficient 
value to be retained as exhibits, and they are, therefore, destroyed.

possess such-guns will, in most States, require a li- 
cense. In New York State, for instancc, sucn a licensc 
is obtainable, outside of Grcater Ncw York, from the 
County Judge; in New York City from the Police De- 
partment. In other States the statutes should be con- 
sulted as to how one may lawfully obtain and keep a 
gun. 

These liccnses apply, certainly in most places, only 
to guns that may be conceaíed—tliat is to pistols of the' 
usual sort. No license Ls required to own a rifle or 
sbotgun. Every citizen shotild make certain that hfc 
has lawfully in his possession either a pistol or a rifle, 
and if he has more tlian one it will do no harm. 

It is not without significancc that in recent years left- 
wingers have constantly pressed for passage of laws 
requiring a license to own a gun, or, in some instances, 
forbidding private citizens tp have guns. The same 
influenccs have urged federal legislation requiring fed- 
eral registration of all fireanns privately owned— 
which of course would en&ble the Communists to know 
exactly who possessëd weapons. 

Much of the reason for the massacring of private 
citizens and for the looting and other violcnce that took 
place in Spain prior to and in the early days of the 
Gvil War, took place because such statutes had been 
passed and private citizens deprived of the only meins 
they had available to protect themselves.

My dear Congressman McDowell: 

I notc that your "off-again on-again” in- 
vestigations 1 M 0 fascist activities in the 
U. S. A, are, #t-the moment, on again. I 
therefore beg.foWall your Subcommittee’s 
attention to onaJ nerwin K. Hart. backer of 
fascists, oonfessccPoppoiient ol democracy 
and founder and president of the Natlonal 
Economic Council, Inc., Empire State 
Building, this city. 

Merely as an introduction to the activi- 
ties of this gentlemen, I enclose herewitli 
copies of his Economic Council Letters 
dated Dec. 15, 1947, and Jan. 15, 1948, 
together witii clippings from PM dealing 
with the letter of more recent date, in which 
Iíart urges Americans to acquire at least 
two guns each in order to see that the Hart 
way of life prevails in America. 

It would be an insult to Ilart’s intelli- 

E 'ence were I to insinuate in any way, on the 
acts available, that he has broken any law. 
)n the contrary, Hart’s mind seems to be 
ibsessed with legalisms, as when he care- 
fully points out in his letter of Jan. 15 that 
it is legal for any American to carry a pistol 
in his pocket provided he has the proper 
Ucense, and that it is also legal for any 
American to have a riíle in his home without 
a special license at «11. 

Hart is equally carefu! in his approach to 
the Zionist question. which is the subject of 
his letter of Dec. 15, last year. After specifi- 
cally limiting his attack to what he insists 
is a “minorit/’ of Ameriean Jews who are 
Zionists, he goes on to say that il is '’absurd’’ 
to speak oi anti-Semitism in the United 
States. "The real offense ," he writes, "ís untl- 
Gentilism " (italics hís). And he adds: 

"Tliis aggressive Jewish group can wreck 
the United States. But if their attitude con- 
tinues they will wreck themselves before 
the United States is wrecked. There will 
sumly be a repetition here of all the out- 
I buMs and vlolence against Jews that have 
I tnk«i place in so many other countries. 


May that evi) day ncver come! For tha 
wrath of the American people would llkely 
explode against all Jews, even the great 
majority who are Americans before they 
are Jews.” 

You will doublless note, Mr. McDowell, 
that Hart does not actually ask for 
pogroms; indeed, he recoils righteously 
from the very thought. But I think you wiH 
agree that if there are anti-Semites in tho 
U. S. who have been looking for a lively 
way to express their feelings, they could find 
Hart’s words extremely suggestive. I am 
reminded that Hitler, who was also a great 
fellow for legalisms, always insisted that 
pofp-oms in Germany were the result of tho 
'spontaneous explosions” of the wrath of 
the German people against the Jews. 

However, the fact that Hart seems to 
adhere closely to the legalities should not 
deter your Committee from taking action| 
against him. I haven’t noticed that the ab-l 
sence of crime, or even the imputation ofi 
crime, has ever deterred your Committee I 
from taking action in sundry other direc- 
tions. Indeed, the history of your Commit- 
tee would seem lo indicate that it shares, 
somewhat, the view of Dickens’ Mr. Bumble, 
who remarked that "the law is a ass.” I say 
"somewhat" because the record hints that 
your Committeemcn consider the law rather 
as half-an-ass, needing help only in mbving 
against the Left. /I t 

But all this is nonsense, oLc<hrcs<(, foV.tlie 
law isn’t an ass. Where it iífliinb and blind, 
it is so deliberately, and with a high degree 
of selectivity. I shudder, for instance, to 
think of the outcry, from the law nnd frora 
upur Committee, had it beeu The Dailu 
Worker and not the Economic Council 
Letter which had urged two guns in every 
home as a means of guaranteeing two 
ohickens in every pot. 

Here is your chance, Mr. McDowell, to 
prove that your Committee is really inter-

ludonary Communist ‘‘threats.’’ 
Hart’s invitation to citizens to 
arm themselves” to check “what 
happened in Spain and France,” 
puhlished in the news letter of 
Hart’s National Economic Council, 
was exposed by PM Jan. 16. PM 
attacked tlie implicaHons in Hart’s 
letter, but did not question the cx- 
isting rights of U. S. citizens to own 
írms wnen tliey comply'with the 


law. 

The Tribune press service quoted 
Lister and Karí T. Frederlck, for- 
mer Rifle Assn. president as saying 
that Communists were “surrepti- 
tiously” supporting legislation to 
“increase dimcultics in the way 
of owncrship of guns by American 
citizens." The story added that 
these commcnts came “in connec- 
tion with a flareup” between Hart 
and PM. 

Actually, Lister told'PM, Hart s 
'call to arms” was not mentioned in 
his long distance telephone conver- 
sation with tho Trihune Press Serv- 
ice last Friday. Neither was PM, 
he said. 

Lister had not even seen Hart’s 
“call to arms,” he said. When a PM 
reporter read sections of Hart’s 





“call” over the tclcphone, Lister 
said his organizatiou had no in- 
tention, in the original statement, 
of defending or protecting Hart and 
his theories. 

Whilc he and the Rifle Assn.
